” Berlin, —- James W. Gerard, the 
American Ambassador to Germany, 
handed to the foreign office here May 
16 the American note with reference 
to the sinking of the Cunard line 
steamship Lusitania. 

‘The ' semi-official 


London.—The-~ British ‘battleship 
Goliath has been torpedoed. in- the 
Dardanelles. It is feared 500 lives 
have been lost. Announcement of 
the loss of the Goliath was made in 
the House of Commons May 13 by 
Winston Spencer Churchill, First 
Lord of the Admiralty. 

While no definite information ap- 


parently has been received as to the 
number of lives lost, Mr. Churchill 
said he feared it would reach 500. 
Mr. Churchill also announced that 
the British submarine H-14 had pen- 
etrated through the Dardanelles and 
into the Sea of Marmora, sinking two 
Turkish gunboats aud a eee 
transport. ; 

Mr. Churchill, en ganouncing the 
loss of the Goliath, said: 

The Goliath was torpedoed May 
12 in a torpedo attack by destroyers, 
while protecting the French flank 
just inside the Straits. 

“Twenty officers ard 160 men were 
saved, which I fear means that over 
500 were lost. 

“The admiral commanding at the 
Dardanelles also telegraphs that the 
submarine B-14 which, with so much 
daring, penetrated to the Sea of 
Marmora, has reported that she sauk 
two Turkish gunboats and a large 
Turkish transport.” ~ 

The Goliath was one of the older 
British battleships of the predread- 
nought type. She was built in 1898. 
“Her complement was 750 men. The 
Goliath was "400 feet lang on the 
water line and 74 feet beam. Her 
displacement was 12,950 tons. She 
was armed with four 12-inch and 
twelve 6-inch guns, twelve 12-pound- 
ers, six 3-pounders and two machine 
guns. She had four torpedo tubes.

Washington.—Word that Ambassa- 


dor Gerard had read and presented to 
Herr von Jagow, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs of the imperial German gov- 
ernment, the American note on the 
Lusitania tragedy removed much anx- 
iety here over the delay in transmis- 
sion, and awakened intense interest 
in the nature of Germany’s reply. 

In view of telegraphic and cable 
delays and the probable necessity for 
conferences between the foreign min- 
ister and the imperial chancellor, von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, and doubtless Em- 
peror William himself, the:response is 
not expected to arrive for another 
eight days. 

In the interim confidence prevails 
among high officials and is shared by* 
German official quarters that there 
will be no submarine attacks on pas- 
senger vessels while the questions at 
issue are being resolved. 

That some way would be found to 
‘reach an amicable settlement _be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
was the growing conviction of many 
officials and diplomats. A variety of 
suggestions were heard. 

One which was given’ serious 
thought was a proposal to refuse clear- 
ance to belligerent ships carrying mu- 
nitions of war or absolute contraband 
ff they also carried passengers. This 
would involve no embargo, but a sep- 
aration of passenger and contraband 
traffic. 


EMBARCADERO BRIDGE . 
TO BE BUILT BY STATE 


Harbor Board Orders Engineers 
to Draw Plans for Viaduct

San Francisco.— After several 
months debate and delay the State 
Board of Harbor Commissioners May 
13 finally decided upon the erection 
of a safety bridge for pedestrians 
over the Embarcadero. 

Chief Engineer Newman of the 
State Board presented his plans and 
specifications to the board for a. via- 
duct reaching from the north side of 
the second floor of the Ferry building 
to the west side of the Embarcadero, 
and the board authorized the prepara- 
tion of estimates and setting of*a 
date to begin construction. 

The bridge will be of steel encased 
in concrete and will rest on a con- 
crete pile foundation. It will consist 
of two main spans with two smaller 
spans at either end. 

Owing to the heavy traffic which 
goes on along the Embarcadero in 
front of the Ferry building through 
the greater part of the day there is 
considerable danger to.,pedestrians, 
and the problem of constructing a 
bridgé across the important thor- 
oughfare was taken under considera- 
tion many, months See:

SAVE. LIVES: AT SEA 


Lighthouse Keepers Worthy of 
the Highest Praise. 


ry 


Arduous Duty, Demanding Extreme 
Self-Sacrifice, Cheerfully Per. 
formed—Examples of Bravery 
That Are Without Equal. 


Although the pay is small and the 
life often lonely, the lighthouse serv- 
ice attracts as a rule an excellent 
class of faithful men, willing to take 
large risks in doing their duty and 
also in helping those in distress. There 
are many cases of faithful service and 
bravery. 

There are a number of woman light- 
keepers. One of these, the keeper of 
Angel Island light in San Francisco 
bay, reported that after the machin- 
ery of the fog signal was disabled on 
July 2, 1906, she “had struck the bell 
by hand for 20 hours and 35 minutes 
until the fog lifted,” and that on July 
4, when the machinery was further 
disabled, she stood all night on the 
platform outside and “struck the bel! 
with a nail hammer with all my might 
The fog was dense.” 

A widely known woman lightkeeper 
was Ida Lewis, who died about three 
years ago. She lived at Lime Rock 
lighthouse, on a ledge in Newport har 
bor, for 57 years, her father having 
been appointed keeper when she was 
twelve years cld. She was keeper of 
the light for 32 years. There are re. 
ports of her having rescued 13 per- 
sons from drowning. On one occasion 
{t is said, she saved three men who 
were swamped in attempting to pick 
up a sheep, and then she rescued the 
sheep &lso. 

Because of the difficult life, keeper: 
at isolated stations are granted shore 
liberty and leave 72 days a year, and 
crews of light vessels 90 days a year. 

The first lighthouse on this conti 
nent was built by Massachusetts, in 
1715-1716, on an island in the en- 
trance to Boston harbor. 

The first class light and fog signal 
stations are located at the more prom 
inent and dangerous points along the 
seaboard, and on ‘a well-lighted coast 
such stations should be sufficiently 
close that a coasting vessel may al- 
ways he in sight of a light The 
smaller lights are placed to mark har 
bors, inside channels and dangers 
“Along the navigable.rivers numerour 
post lights-are maintained to indicate 
the channels. 

For New York harbor and immedi 
ate approaches alone 268 aids to navi 
gation are required, including 46 shore 
lights, two light vessels and 36 lighted 
buoys: there are £92 buoys of all 
classes and 37 fog signals, including 
sounding buoys. 

Among the lighthouses of the coun- 
try may be found examples of great 
engineering skill and of dignified and 
simple design. Some of the tall Ilght- 
house structures are of beautiful 
architecture, suited to the purpose. 
and set off by picturesque location on 
headland or rock overlooking the sea 
The tower must be built to give the 
light a suitable height above the wa- 
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One of the Cape Hatteras Lights.

quired on low-lying coasts. 

A light must be 200 feet above the 
sea level to be seen from the deck of 
a vessel 20 nautical miles distant. Be- 
yond that distance the curvature of 
the earth would prevent a light at thig 
elevation being seen.

Judge Thomas’ decision was in 
accordance with that recently made 
by the district court of appeals of 
Kansas city, Mo., in which the 
court said: 

‘The preparation and publica-

}mon law principle is, that when a

is bound to pay for it. He benefits
